For uses, where Carbonate of Soda is required, as in glass, any practical man can see the advantage of using this, as against the article heretofore 
largely consumed, which is 48 per cent. Soda Ash. Salt is generally used in the mixture for making Glass in most places. But it can always be procured for 
much less money than by buying it in the form of Soda Ash. Anyone who can make Glass with 48 per cent. Ash, containing such impurities as it does, should 
be able to make a better artirle with a pure Carbonate of Soda, and at a much less cost. The only formidable obstacle in the way of change from 48 per cent.
